At least three members of the 
Committee Tuesday night appeared 
in favor of gradually eliminating 
extra pay for any teacher placed 
on a merit level.

At the recent meeting of the 
Shawsheen School Parent-Teachers 
Association, held at the school 
auditorium, Lt. Daniel Driscoll 
from the public relations depart- 
ment of the Massachusetts State 
Police was the speaker, 

Lt. Driscoll has had 17 years 
in state police service in every 
phase of the work, and he is now 
the head of the public relations 
department, Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Safety. Massachusetts has 
the oldest state police system in 
the nation, and it dates back to 
1865 when the law enforcement 
officer was given statewide juris- 
diction. The force started with 50 
men and has increased through 
the years to 494 members now. One 
of the many interesting facts Lt. 
Driscoll pointed out is that there 
are 102 towns in Massachusetts 
today which are without any law 
enforcement officer whatsoever 
except the State Police. In the 
Eastern part of Massachusetts, 
their work is mostly patrolling 
highways while in the Western 
part of the state they still have to 


do all types of police work. In 
1930 this state employed two state 
police women, and now has eight, 
and is one of the few states in 
the country having women as state 
police officers. 

After Lt. Driscoll’s talk he 
Showed a_ very interesting film 
entitled “A Chosen Career’’ 
which showed the rigorous train- 
ing a4 man must go through in order 
to successfully complete the re- 
quirements of mental and physical 
fitness demanded of a. state 
police officer.

USE SEEMS ASSURED 


Water rates — at least the 
amount paid for use of water 
above the minimum — seem 
certain to be up by Jan. 1, 

The Board of Public Works, 
on recommendation of Supt. 
Donald Bassett, have autho- 
rized a detailed cost survey 
of the present System by 
Camp, Dresser and McKee, 
consulting engineers. Members 
of the Board appear to agree 
that a revision of the rate — 
probably to a flat rate for all 
users — will be necessary. 
But they have not agreed on 
the rate itself — whether it 
Should be 20¢, 21¢ or higher. 

Bassett said his recommen- 
dations for an increase result 
from the cost of producing 
water, an amount now far in 
excess of the income from 
water users. A flat rate, he 
explained, will mean that the 
person using a minimum a- 
mount will pay about the 
Same as at present, while 
those using added amounts 
will pay more, 

Present rate schedules 
Show a sliding scale, with the 
largest users paying just over 
12¢ per 100 cubic feet, as 
opposed to the 21¢ rate for

Will Discuss 
Regional Group 


Officials of all Greater Law- 
rence communities will gather this 
month to further discuss the pro- 
yosed Greater Lawrence Regional 
induatetal Development Committee. 

Since this idea was suggested 
many months ago, a small com- 
mittee has been preparing legisla- 
tion that could be approved by the 
communities, afier gaining the 
approval of the legislature in 
Boston. 

The bill would authorize a 13- 
member committee, with four from 
Lawrence and three from each of 
the three towns, 

Lawrence would pay half of the 
cost of this committee, with the 
towns paying an equal share of the 
remaining half. The amount of 
money spent by each community 
would be determined by its own 
town meeting or, in Lawrence, by 
the city council. But the share for 
each town would not exceed 
$7,500, under the bill. This maxi- 
mum figure would not be reached 
for three to five years. 

Under the proposal, the organi- 
zation would include an executive 
committee including two represen- 
tatives from Lawrence and one 
from each of the towns.
